Flint, at Wrexam, the 27, of Septewier, 1642. 


Gentlemen, 


lately had a good expreſſion of rcur 
=>} Loyalty and Aﬀections tome, by 
| - thoſe Lebies, which at your charge 
have been ſent me from pour parts; Which loꝛ⸗ 
wardneſſe of pours, J chall alwapes remember to 
your advantage) and to let you know, how J hare 
been dealt with, by a powerkull Malignant Party 
in this Kingdom, whoſe deligne is no leſle then to 
deſtroy my Perlon a Crown, the Law of the Land, 
and the pꝛeſent government both ok Church and 
State. The leaders of theſe men by their =Subtilty. . 
and cunning Pꝛactiſes, have ſo p:evatled upon the 
meaner ſozt of Por le about London, that (hep 
have called them up into krequent and dangerous 
Tumults, and therebp have chaſed from thence 
my ſelfe and the greateſt part of the Members ot 
both Houſes of Parliament. Their Power and 
{{cret Plots dave had ſuch intluence upon the

mall remaining part of both Youſes, that under 
colour of Oꝛders and Ozdinances, made without 
the Royall Allent, (a thing never heard of beto:e 
this Parliament) J amrobbed and ſpoyled of my 
Towus, Fozts, Caſtles, and Goods; my Navie is 
fo:cibly taken from me, and employed againſt me, 
all my Revenue is ſtopt, and ſeized upon, and at 
this time a powerfull Army is marching againſt 
me ; J with this were all: They have yet further 
laboured to alienate the Afﬀections of my good 
People: They have molt tnjurtoully vented many 
Bepzoaches againſt my Perſon and Government; 
"They have diſperſed, in Pzint, manp notozious 
falſe Scandals upon mp Actions, and Intenti⸗ 
ons ; And in particular, have laboured to caſt up⸗ 
on me fome Alperſions, concerning the hozrid. 
bloody, impious Rebellion in Jreland; They 
tell the People, that J have recalled two Ships 
appointed foꝛ tie Guard of thoſe Seas: Tis true; 
But thep conceale, that at the lame time J ſent 
mp Warrants to the Downs , commanding four 
as good Ships to attend that Service, in ſtead of 
thoſe that ſhould be recalled ; which warrants, by 
their means, could not finde obedience; They fo2- 
get that they then employed fourty Ships (many 
ol them my own, and all or them let fozth at the 

publique charge, foz the defence of this and that 
Kingdom) to rob and pillage me of my goods, to 
c hace mp good Subjects, and maintain my own 
Town or Hull againſt me; And that by the abſence 
of t ole Ships krom the In Seas, the Rebels 
havc had oppoꝛtunitp to bzing ſtoꝛe of Arms, Am⸗ 
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munition, and Supplies ro their ſuccour; to which 
we map juſtly impute the Calamities which have 
overwheknedmy poo? Pꝛoteſtant Subjects there) 
They cry out upon a few ſuitsof Cloathes appoint- 
ed, as they ſay, fo! Irclund, which ſome ol my Foꝛces 
took, but concealed that they were taken as they 

were entring into Coventry (then in open Kebelli⸗ 

on againſt me) where J had reaſon to beleeve they 
would have been diſpoſed of among thoſe Souldi⸗ 
ers who there boꝛe Arms againſt me; They talk 
ofa few Hoꝛſes, which J have made uſe of foz my 
Carriages (concealing that they were certified to 
be uſeleſle foz the ſervice of Ireland) when they 
themſelves, have ſeized one hundzed thouſand 
pounds, particularly appointed, by Act of Par⸗ 
liament, foꝛ the relief of Ireland (where my 
Army is now ready to periſh fo: want of it) 
and employed it (together with ſuch part of the 
four hundꝛed thouſand pound Dubſidie , as they 

have received) to maintain an unnaturall civill 
war at home, Neither have they uſed their fellow 
ſubjects better then they have done me their 
King ; By their power, the Law of the Land 
(pour birthright) is trampled upon, and in ſtead 
thereof they govern my people by Uotes and Ar- 
bitrary Oꝛders; Such as will not ſubmit to their 
unjuſt unlimited power, are impꝛiſoned, plun⸗ 
dꝛed, and deſtroyed; Such as will not pay ſuch 
exactions as they require towards this Rebellion, 
are thꝛeatned to be put out of the Pꝛotection, (as 
they call it ol the Parliament; Such as contcienti⸗ 
ouſly remember their — and Lopalty to 5 
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their Sovereign, are reviled, perſecuted and de⸗ 
clared Traptoꝛs; Such as deſire to maintain the 
true Pꝛoteſtant Religion, as it is eſtabliched by the 
Laws of the Land, are traduced, and called Popiſh 
and Superſtitious; And on the contrary, ſuch as 
are known Bꝛowniſts, Anabaptiſts, 4 publike de- 
pꝛavers of the Book ol Common P2ayer are coun+ 
tenanced and encouraged ; They exact and receive 
Tonnage and Poundage, and other great duties 
upon Merchandizes, not onely without a Law, 
but in the face ofan Act of Parliament to the con-- 
trary, paſt this. pꝛeſent Parliament, which puts 
all men into the condition ol a Pꝛemunire that 
ſhall pꝛeſume to oppꝛelle the people. Ik vou deſire 
to know who are the Contrivers of tyeſe wicked 
deſignes , you will finde ſome of their names in 
particular, and their Actions at large, in my. 
Declaration of the twelfth of Auguſt, (to which 
J ſhall refer you ) And J wiſh their craft and 
power were not ſuch, that few of thoſe Copies 
can come to the view of my People. Since that 
time thele men have ſo thirſt aſter the diſtractions. 
of this Kingdom, tyat they have pꝛevailed to make 
all my ofters of a Treaty (which might bꝛing 

2ace to this Bingdom, and beget a good under ⸗ 
ſtanding betwixt me and my Parliament) fruit- 
leſſe. In this diſtraction, into which theſe men 
have bought me and this Kingdom, my Confs* 
dence is in the Pꝛotection of Almighty God, and 
the Afiections of my good People. 
And that you map cleerip ſee what my Reſoluti⸗ 
ons are, J all cauſe my voluntarp Pꝛoteſtation 
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lately taken to be read to you; and deſire, that the 


Sheriffs of theſe two Counties will diſperſe Co- 
pies of that, and what J now deliver to you, 
having no other way to make it publike, 
theſe men having reſtrained the 
uſe of my P2elles at Lon- 
don and the Uni: 
verlities,
